Vietnamese political party, was astablished in Chantaburi in approximately 
August 1950. It is headed by Jguyen Yan Binh. The main objective of the 
Tam Tra Dang at present appears to be that of protecting Indochinese 
nutionais from French or Cormunist intimidation, 


co ‘the society has about fifty members, Cambodians, Laoctians, and Vietnamese, 
the majority of whom recently arrived in Chantaburi from northern Thailand, 
Only a few of the members are longtime residents of Chantaburi. lenbors 
of the Tan Tra Dang earn their livelihood by smuegling khaki cloth, food, 


saophires, and possibly arns, between Cambodia and Thailand. 
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
